The  titles  given  under  the  heading  Teacher  References  are  those 
which  give  some  background  information  on  programs  as  a  whole 
and  which  are  of  help  in  planning  sections  of  work.   In  some 
cases,  they  have  useful  information  for  students  and  it  is  not 
intended  to  restrict  these  texts  to  teachers  only. 

The  other  headings  are  intended  to  give  help  in  selecting  texts 
which  deal  primarily  with  one  type  of  work.   Again  there  is  a 
variety  of  levels  of  difficulty.   Some  of  these  will  be  of  more 
interest  to  teachers  while  others  will  appeal  directly  to  students. 

New  books  are  being  published  all  the  time  and  it  is  impossible 
to  list  everything.   Book  displays  by  publishers  at  Teachers' 
Convention  give  an  opportunity  to  examine  new  books  and  decide 
if  worthwhile  information  is  contained.   We  hope  this  list  will 
help  you.
